A Time for Public Economy. 


From Washington comes the news that for the purpose of 


conserving capital for war uses thfe president may soon issue 
a proclamation calling on the governors apd legislators of all 
states, and county, city and other public officials, to cease mak- 
ing expenditures for public improvements that are not abso- 
lutely necessary, and to refuse building or other permits, so far 
as possible, for private construction iio't contributing directly 
to the prosecution of the war. 


It might, perhaps, be going to undue length to attempt to 


interfere with private building operations. The people'of .the 
country are being asked to relinquish many personal liberties 
for the time being, and are, for the most part, responding to1 
the requests in the right spirit. To ask loo much of them 
along this line would be liable to breed dissatisfaction and dis- 
content and result in more harm than good. The man who 
has Ihe money for the erection of a building and is ready to 
go ahead with the work would be liable to consider it a hard- 
ship if told by the government that he must wait till a more 
favorable season as viewed from the government's stand- 
point. 


As far as slates, cities and towns are concerned a request to 


practice economy in public expenditures during ihe period of 
the war ought not to be necessary. It should be plain to all 
public officials that the burdens of the people are unusually 
heavy at (his time, and will be apt lo increase until life war 
comes to an end. For this reason such public improvements 
as can be deferred without too great detriment should be held 
in abeyance unlil conditions are more favorable. 
It would be 


poor policy for cities and towns lo permit extensive deteriora- 
tion of pub'lic utilities, but there are many things which are 
desirable which they may well forego, vand which they should 
forego until the financial drafts upon Ihe people become fewer 
in number and less pressing than they are now. 


In other words, public economy is as necessary now as pri- 


vate economy. AH .the forces of the country should be di- 
rected toward the winning of'lhe war at 1he earliest possible 
date. The great majority of individuals and families must for 
the time being deny themselves many things they would live 
to have, and cities and towns should be willjng and ready lo 
do the same by cutting their expenditures to ihe lowest Ijmit 
consistent with reason and safety. 


Parsimony is not desirable or'necessary on ihe. part of indi- 


viduals or the community, and it is as reprehensible on the part 
of one as on Ihe part of the oilier; but genuine economy is 
strictly in order all along the line, and communities that prac- 
tice il now will tind Ihemselves the better for il when the 


ends.
